Eastern's METAL STUD SYSTEM 



STUD The stud channel is roll-formed in widths of 2i/ 2 " 
and 3%". It is supplied in standard lengths for most requirements, 
as well as special lengths for any specific need. Knockouts are pro- 
vided at ends and midpoint of stud for chasing service lines and 
bridging with H/ 2 " or %" channel. 

FLOOR AND CEILING TRACK The track channel is roll 
formed in three widths corresponding to studs, specifically formed 
to keep studs in position until wallboard is attached. Length for all 
widths is 12 feet. 

WALLBOARD FASTENER Panels are attached by means 
of self-drilling one-inch sheet metal type screws with a #8 head. 
Radius under head affords maximum surface depression and pro- 
tection of board surface. Screws (available from Eastern Products) 
are applied with standard power screw gun. 

VERSATILITY This system may be specified for use with 
practically any type of wallboard in non-load-bearing construction 
(subject to board manufacturer's recommendations and limiting stud 
heights shown on page 2). Single or multi-construction may be 
employed, with boards running horizontally or vertically. 

STUD SPACING Spacing is determined by thickness of wall- 
board material. Maximum 16" o.c. is recommended for %" panels; 
24" o.c. for y 2 " and %" panels. 

FURRING MEMBER The furring member is roll-formed to 
produce a flanged channel for furring outside masonry wall ... or 
attachment to IV2" ceiling channel. (See illustrations on page 3.)
